Want a dose of art for less 
than the cost of a ballgame 
beer? Tickets start at $5 
and top out at $15 at the 
inaugural Pivot Multi-Arts 
Festival, a three-week run 
of multidisciplinary pop- 
up performances in unique 
and historic spaces in Uptown and Edgewater. 

Host organization Pivot Arts was born when local the- 
ater artists Julieanne Ehre and Katy Collins produced a 
fable festival with 12 companies last year in Edgewater. Its 
success encouraged them to expand their efforts to pres- 
ent multidisciplinary works in underutilized neighborhood 
spaces. As they researched available venues in Uptown and 
Edgewater, they discovered that many were historic, in- 
cluding a now-empty vaudeville theater and a former pro- 
duction house for Charlie Chaplin films. 

“It feels almost like a tour of architecture in the neigh- 
borhood,” Ehre said. “It wasn’t like we set out to do that; 
it was just very organic. We realized that this is what the 
neighborhood is really about— it has that history And 
bringing back that history to a performance felt really ex- 
citing to us.” 

The festival features more than three dozen performanc- 
es over three weeks at 18 venues. But don’t let that daunt 
you— we’ve created a highlights guide to get you started.

Fans of the HBO fantasy series “Game of 
Thrones” may be seeing red over Sunday’s 
now-infamous “Red Wedding” episode, but 
it performed quite well for the network, im- 
proving slightly upon the previous episodes’ 
impressive numbers.
